‘FORT ST. JOHN IS CENTRE | 
BROAD AND FERTILE AREA 


W. J. Reid, Settler, Describes the 
Splendid Farm and Stock 
Land of District. 


GIVES INFORMATION HOW 
TO REACH THE COUNTRY 


Remarkable Growth of Vegetables 
at Fort St. John is Also De- 
scribed by Mr. Reid. 


The existence of a Droad and fer- 
tile tract of excellent farm and stock 
land well across the British Columbie 
boundary, on the upper waters of the 
great \Peace river, has not altogether 


been unknown to those more or less 
familiar with the extent of Hdmon- 
ton's vast hinterland, but that the 


Port St. John district is already being 
developed along agricultural lines and 
has fully established its right for im- 
mediate settlement is a fact not pener- 
ally recognized. 

Fort St. John is at the other end 
of the Dominion government telegraph 
line reaching from Sdmonton into 
the north country. This connection 
places the JPort settlers in close touch 
with the outside world and the exten- 
sion of the, Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
B.C. railway, now nearing the Peace 
river, will make the problem of trans- 
portation less difficult to St. John, al- 


though the Peace river now gives a 
very satisfactory means of steamer 
communication between the (Fort and 


the (Crossing. 
Many Homesteads Availabi-. 
That there remains a great area in 
this section of the Peace River coun- 
try open for homesteading is the de- 


finite information received by the 
Bulletin in special  corresponcence 
from (Mr. W. J. Reid, who is Ww re- 


siding aa Fort St. John, and who giyes 
an interesting description of the dis- 
trict in the account which is given 
herewith. Not only does Mr. Reid 
relate what is being done along the 
lines of garden and field production in 
the new settlemeni, but he gives some 
information as to the ways and means 
of going there. In his letter he says: 

Fort St. John offers one of the best 
farming and grazing opportunities in 
the western-country, and vegetables of 
all kinds are raised in abundance, 
Were it generally known that such a 
large tract of agricultural land was 
open for homesteading, there would, 
with the present means of transporta- 
tionfi, be a large influx of settlers, to 
take advantage of the many adyan- 
tages offered, 

A Broad, Fertile Territory, 

The territory included in the Fort 
St. John district, or which uses the 
Fort St. John post oiff is ‘bounded 
on the east ‘by the ‘North (Pine river, 
on the west by the Halfway river, 
while the northern boundary is about 
twenty-four miles from the eace 
river, which acts as a southern boun- 
dary. The disiance to the 
Pine is eight miles and to the Halfway 
river thirty miles, and within these 
boundaries practically the entive ares 
is fit for cultivation, excelleat 
srazing land. The grazing land ex- 
tends northward for many miles ‘be- 
yond the boundary mentioned. Pea- 
vine and other grasses abound and are 
of a heavy and rich qualicy,
